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INTRODUCTION 


In  1902  the  North  Carolina  Christian  Missionary  Convention  purchased  the 
campus  and  facilities  of  Kinsey  Seminary  in  Wilson,  North  Carolina,  received  a 
charter  for  the  new  institution,  and  renamed  the  college  as  Atlantic  Christian 
College.  Although  somewhat  limited  by  a  small  campus,  the  College  has  shown 
consistent  growth  to  the  present  13  buildings  and  a  coeducational  student  body 
of  approximately  1300. 

The  College  is  church-related  and  controlled  and  is  accredited  by  the  North 
Carolina  College  Conference  and  the  Southern  Association  of  Colleges  and  Schools 
as  a  four-year  liberal  arts  college. 

Work  leading  to  the  degrees  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  and  Bachelor  of  Science  is 
offered  by  the  College.  Normally  124  semester  hours,  with  a  "C"  average,  are 
required  to  secure  either  degree.  Teacher  education  programs  are  offered  in 
elementary  education  and  in  the  secondary  school  and  special  subject  areas  of 
art,  business  education,  English,  foreign  languages  (French  and  Spanish),  mathe¬ 
matics,  music,  physical  education  and  health,  science  (chemistry  and  biology),  and 
social  studies  (history  and  political  science). 

The  College  was  visited  on  February  28-March  3,  1965,  by  the  following  committee, 
which  herewith  submits  its  report.

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STANDARD  I— OVERALL  POLICIES 


A.  PURPOSES  AND  OBJECTIVES 


Chartered  in  1902,  Atlantic  Christian  College  was  founded  as  a  result  of 

action  of  the  57th  Convention  of  the  North  Carolina  Christian  Missionary  Society 

Convention,  The  Trustees  are  vested  with  policy-making  and  administrative  authority 

without  interference  from  the  parent  body— the  North  Carolina  Convention  of  Christian 

Churches  (Disciples  of  Christ).  From  its  inception  the  College  has  been  committed 

to,  but  not  restricted  to,  service  to  young  people  affiliated  with  this  denomination. 

At  present,  approximately  20  percent  of  the  student  body  is  so  affiliated. 

The  aims  of  the  College  are  stated  on  page  19  of  the  College  Issue  1965-66: 

Atlantic  Christian  College  is  a  co-educational  four-year  liberal  arts 
college  striving  to  add  the  strength  and  grace  of  the  Christian  tradition 
to  a  general  cultural  education.  In  addition  to  providing  for  each  student 
a  solid  intellectual  preparation,  Atlantic  Christian  endeavors  to  develop 
a  well-rounded  character  and  a  balanced  sense  of  personal  values,  integrity, 
and  moral  worth.  The  college  is  church-related  and  controlled,  but  it  is 
non-sectarian  in  its  policies  and  administration.  It  is  committed  to  a  view 
of  higher  education  which  balances  an  emphasis  upon  vocational  aims  with  a 
proper  stress  upon  the  harmonious  development  of  mind,  body  and  spirit, 
resulting  in  a  desire  to  serve  the  common  welfare. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  the  college  to  develop  character  through  Christian 
education,  to  combine  with  the  development  of  the  intellectual  abilities 
a  growing  spiritual  insight,  to  inspire  to  active  service,  and  thus  to 
have  a  part  in  contributing  efficient  Christian  citizens  and  leaders  to 
the  world.  With  this  general  goal  in  view,  the  college  deals  with  the 
student  on  a  personal  rather  than  an  official  basis. 

Courses  may  be  arranged  for  those  who  require  pre-professional  training 
in  business,  medicine,  law,  dentistry,  nursing,  social  work,  teaching  and 
the  ministry.  Recognizing  the  strategic  role  of  the  public  school  teacher 
and  the  unfilled  demand  for  both  elementary  and  secondary  school  teachers, 
the  college  offers  sound  teacher-training  programs  which  preserve  the 
essential  aims  of  the  college  and  meet  all  requirements  for  teacher  certi¬ 
fication.  In  all  fields  the  training  provides  general  preparation  for 
graduate  study. 

As  a  part  of  the  effort  to  develop  social  responsibility,  students  are 
provided  opportunities  to  participate  in  various  extra-curricular  enterprises. 
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Both  faculty  and  students  are  concerned  with  and  share  in  the  government 
and  most  other  activities  of  the  college. 

The  college  wants  students  who  understand  its  aims  for  intellectual 
development  and  for  spiritual  enrichment,  who  will  accept  the  self- 
discipline  necessary  for  the  attainment  of  these  goals,  and  who  will 
devote  themselves  to  the  program  and  work  of  the  college  with  sincere 
interest  and  application. 

The  President  explained  that  the  emphasis  placed  on  the  "liberal  arts"  was 
interpreted  as  descriptive  of  the  institutional  policy  of  requiring  that  all 
graduates  attain  competence  in  the  same  pattern  of  general  education.  They  elect 
an  area  of  vocational  specialization.  This  contrasts  to  the  special  purpose 
institution  or  the  technical  institution  which  emphasizes  vocational  or  technical 
competence,  but  does  not  require  all  graduates  to  study  the  cultural  traditions  of 
the  society  as  embodied  in  literature,  history,  art,  music,  religion,  the  humanities, 
the  sciences,  etc. 

The  statement  of  aims  in  the  catalog  may  be  regarded  as  the  ideals  to  which  the 
College  aspires.  These  ideals  are  stated  as  purposes  on  pages  3  and  4  of  the  Faculty- 
Staff  Manual: 

In  a  sincere  endeavor  to  provide  an  educational  program  within  the  framework 
of  Christian  ideals  and  principles,  the  following  specific  objectives  have 
been  established: 

(1)  To  provide  on  this  campus  an  atmosphere  of  Christian  living 
which  will  produce  in  every  student  a  strong  sense  of  social 
responsibility  and  duty  as  the  price  of  freedom. 

(2)  To  acquaint  students  with  the  relevance  of  the  Christian 
tradition  to  western  culture. 

(3)  To  build  an  educational  program  of  the  highest  possible 
academic  excellence  and  one  that  is  related  to  the  specific 
needs  of  the  youth  of  this  area. 

(4)  To  strive  to  see  that  no  one  who  desires  and  merits  the 
opportunity  for  a  college  education  is  denied  this  privilege. 
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(5)  To  plan  the  academic  curriculum  and  student  counseling  in 
terms  of  each  student  as  a  person  with  individual  needs, 
abilities,  and  potentialities,  and  to  provide  special  help 
for  the  physically  handicapped  and  for  those  in  need  of 
special  academic  assistance,  as  well  as  increased  opportunities 
for  the  gifted  student . 

(6)  To  serve  as  an  instrument  of  all  churches,  regardless  of 
denomination,  for  the  enlistment  and  training  of  able  young 
people  for  consecrated  full-time  service  in  their  chosen 
religious  group . 

(7)  To  assist  in  raising  cultural  and  spiritual  levels  within 
the  college's  area. 

(8)  To  undertake  periodic  study  of  the  college's  philosophy  and 
objectives  in  order  to  evaluate  their  validity  in  a  changing 
community  and  to  ensure  consistency  of  actual  practice  with 
its  philosophy  and  objectives. 

The  President  stated  that  from  its  beginning  graduates  of  the  college  have 
entered  teaching.  He  estimated  that  approximately  one-half  of  graduates  are  now 
entering  teaching.  The  aims  and  purposes  apply  to  all  students. 

The  major  objectives  of  teacher  education  have  been  included  in  A  Self  Study 
Report  on  page  2. 

To  provide  an  educational  program  within  the  framework  of  Christian 
ideals  and  principles,  the  teacher-education  program  is  designed  to 
insure  achievement  of  the  following  goals: 

(1)  An  understanding  of  the  philosophical,  historical,  and 
social  foundations  of  education. 

(2)  An  understanding  of  the  nature  and  development  of  children 
and  young  people. 

(3)  A  knowledge  of  methods  and  materials  appropriate  to  the 
subject  and  age-level  of  students  to  be  taught. 

(4)  An  interpretation  of  teaching  and  scholarship  as  a 
Christian  vocation. 

(5)  Skill  in  the  art  of  teaching,  under  adequate  supervision, 
gained  through  an  application  of  the  above  mentioned  goals. 
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(6)  Thorough  grounding  in  the  subject-area  which  the  teacher 
purposes  to  teach. 

(7)  A  consistently  high  level  of  basic  literacy,  no  matter 
what  the  subject-area. 

This  statement  is  attributed  to  an  ad  hoc  committee  assigned  to  formulate 
objectives  in  connection  with  a  self-study  undertaken  in  preparation  for  an 
application  for  approval  by  National  Council  for  Accreditation  of  Teacher  Education. 
The  Committee  on  Teacher  Education,  the  Central  Committee  on  Instruction,  and  Faculty 
approved  the  statement.  This  approval  is  a  matter  of  record  in  the  minutes  of  the 
respective  groups. 

Teacher  education  offerings  and  services  at  Atlantic  Christian  College  enable 
an  individual  at  the  undergraduate  level  to  prepare  for  teaching  at  the  elementary 
school  level,  the  secondary  school  level,  and  in  special  subject  areas.  Those 
preparing  to  teach  in  the  elementary  school  may  specialize  in  the  primary  level  or 
the  grammar  grade  level.  Those  preparing  to  teach  in  the  secondary  school  may 
specialize  in  business  education,  English,  modern  foreign  language  with  concentration 
in  French  or  Spanish,  mathematics,  science  with  concentration  in  biology  or  chemistry, 
and  social  studies  with  concentration  in  history  or  political  science.  The  present 
program  in  teacher  education  enables  students  to  qualify  for  certification  as 
teachers  in  secondary  school  but  not  in  elementary  school  in  the  subject  fields  of 
art  and  music. 

Those  preparing  to  teach  in  special  subject  areas  may  qualify  in  physical 
education  and  health.  Courses  are  proposed  in  the  departments  of  art  and  music 
which  will  enable  students  who  elect  these  fields  of  specialization  to  qualify  for 
certification. 
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The  offerings  and  services  are  limited  to  the  undergraduate  level  and  to  the 
categories  designated  above. 

Besides  the  activities  involved  in  the  self  study,  there  is  evidence  of  research 
activity  in  three  areas:  interschool  visitation,  published  articles,  and  graduate 
study.  It  is  evident  from  the  minutes  of  the  Teacher  Education  Committee  that  the 
professional  instructional  staff  in  the  College  has  considered  and  implemented 
changes  in  the  instructional  program  which  are  in  a  sense  experimental  in  nature. 

In  connection  with  interschool  visitation  during  the  past  two  years,  members 
of  the  faculty  have  participated  in  the  evaluation  of  public  schools  in  15  systems 
and  in  visiting  committees  reporting  on  the  teacher  preparation  programs  in  four 
colleges.  The  Dean  of  the  College  has  served  as  a  consultant  for  three  such 
visitations.  During  the  past  five  years,  five  members  of  the  faculty  of  the 
Department  of  Education  and  Psychology  have  published  19  articles,  two  booklets, 
and  one  book.  One  member  of  the  faculty  is  currently  engaged  in  research  in 
connection  with  a  doctoral  dissertation. 

B.  ORGANIZATION  AND  ADMINISTRATION 

Administrative  responsibility  and  authority  in  Atlantic  Christian  College 
rests  in  the  Board  of  Trustees.  The  President  of  the  College  is  the  chief  adminis¬ 
trative  officer  of  the  College.  Administrative  functions  are  delegated  to  the 
heads  of  five  major  units  of  the  College.  These  are  directly  responsible  to  the 
President. 

The  organization  chart  reproduced  on  page  6  of  A  Self  Study  Report  is  in 
substantial  agreement  with  the  list  of  officers  of  Administration  listed  on  page  7 
in  the  Catalog  Issue  1965-66.  This  chart  is  reproduced  as  Figure  1.  The  relationship 
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of  the  Athletic  Director  and  Head  Basketball  Coach  (one  position)  is  not  shown 
in  the  chart .  It  was  ascertained  that  the  individual  who  fills  this  position 
is  directly  responsible  to  the  President  in  a  staff  capacity  in  matters  pertaining 
to  administration.  He  works  with  the  Faculty  Committee  on  Athletics  in  matters  of 
policy  formation.  The  chart  shows  that  the  administrative  officers  who  head  each 
of  the  five  major  administrative  units  are  directly  responsible  to  the  President. 

These  officers  are  the  Dean  of  the  College  (academic),  the  Dean  of  Students,  the 
Business  Manager,  the  Director  of  Admissions  and  Recruiting,  and  the  Director  of 
Development.  The  titles  of  the  officers  are  descriptive  of  the  functions  assigned 
to  each  of  the  major  administrative  units. 

A  chart  on  page  8  of  A  Self  Study  Report  shows  the  policy  forming  bodies. 

This  chart  is  reproduced  as  Figure  2.  Their  functions  and  relationships  to  each 
other  are  explained  on  pages  5  and  9-14  in  the  Self  Study  Report.  Faculty-administration 
committees  are  listed  and  their  functions  given  on  pages  13-22  in  the  Faculty-Staff 
Manual.  This  list  includes  a  Financial  Aid  Committee  which  appears  to  be  a  policy¬ 
forming  body  but  is  not  included  in  the  self  study.  The  functions  of  the  committees 
are  generally  described  in  the  committee  designation. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  meets  in  October,  February,  and  May.  It  was  ascertained 
that  the  Charter  and  By-Laws  of  the  institution  authorize  the  standing  committees 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  Some  of  these  may  function  as  policy-forming  bodies  with 
actions  subject  to  approval  of  the  full  board.  The  Trustee  Committees  are  Athletic, 
Buildings,  Capital  Funds,  Endowment,  Faculty,  Honorary  Degrees,  Nominating,  Operating 
Budget,  Public  Relations,  and  Executive  Committees.  Several  of  the  committees  are 
inactive.  They  were  not  included  on  the  chart  on  page  8  of  the  Self  Study  Report. 
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The  Board  of  Trustees  has  authorized  a  study  of  its  organization  and  functions 
with  a  view  to  revising  the  by-laws  and  hence  the  committee  structure  of  the  Board, 

Figure  3  has  been  reproduced  from  page  15  of  A  Self  Study  Report,  It  shows 
the  manner  in  which  the  College  is  organized  for  the  development  of  policies  for 
teacher  education. 

Policies  for  the  various  aspects  of  teacher  education  originate  in  the  Teacher 
Education  Committee  appointed  by  the  President,  This  Teacher  Education  Committee 
was  organized  in  connection  with  the  present  self  study,  and  has  been  incorporated 
into  the  structure  of  the  College  as  a  standing  committee.  It  is  an  appointive 
committee;  its  16  members  are  the  methods  course  teacher  from  each  department  with 
two  such  teachers  from  the  Department  of  Science  and  Mathematics,  the  Director  of 
Student  Teaching,  a  representative  from  the  Department  of  Religion  and  Philosophy, 
representatives  at  large  from  the  Department  of  Education  and  Psychology,  the  Director 
of  Student  Teaching,  the  Librarian,  the  Dean  of  the  College,  and  the  Chairman  of 
the  Department  of  Education  and  Psychology,  who  is  Chairman. 

Any  member  of  the  professional  instructional  staff  of  the  College  may  originate 
a  proposal  for  teacher  education.  This  is  normally  channeled  through  the  Teacher 
Education  Committee;  however,  it  may  be  channeled  through  another  committee  or 
presented  to  the  entire  faculty.  The  Dean  of  the  College  indicated  that  proposals 
brought  to  the  faculty  were  subject  to  referral  to  the  appropriate  committee — in 
this  case,  the  Teacher  Education  Committee.  Proposals  approved  by  the  Teacher 
Education  Committee  are  submitted  to  the  Central  Committee  on  Instruction.  Routine 
changes  may  be  authorized  by  this  committee.  Major  changes  such  as  those  involving 
a  catalog  change  must  be  referred  to  the  faculty  for  action.  Changes  involving  a 
change  in  policy  may  require  trustee  approval.

Organization  for  the  Dovolopmont  of  Policies  Relating  to  Teacher-Educati 
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objectives  intervenes. 
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Responsibility  for  planning  subject  matter  and  professional  courses  lies 
with  the  departments  offering  the  courses;  however,  changes  affecting  the  catalog 
and  policy  are  processed  through  the  channels  described  above .  Guidelines  prepared 
by  the  State  Department  of  Public  Instruction  for  teacher  education  programs  are 
followed  in  planning  courses . 

The  Teacher  Education  Committee  approves  the  pattern  of  courses  required  for 
certification,  establishes  policies  which  govern  admission  of  students  to  teacher 
education  curricula  and  coordinate  the  teacher  education  program.  Policies  relating 
to  the  advisement  of  entering  freshmen  and  sophomores  are  the  prerogative  of  the 
Dean  of  Students  and  his  staff.  The  advisement  of  students  majoring  in  elementary 
education  is  a  function  of  staff  members  of  the  Department  of  Education  and  Psychology. 
Each  department  serving  students  who  are  preparing  to  teach  designates  a  professional 
staff  member  to  supervise  the  student  teaching  and  to  advise  the  student  teachers. 

This  departmental  supervisor  of  student  teaching  consults  with  the  Director  of 
Student  Teaching  in  the  Department  of  Education  and  Psychology.  The  Chairman  of  the 
Department  of  Education  and  Psychology  or  the  Director  of  Student  Teaching  in  this 
Department  reviews  the  registration  of  all  students  who  register  for  courses  in 
the  "block"  and  signs  the  registration.  This  appears  to  be  an  approved  policy 
originating  with  the  Department  of  Education  and  Psychology. 

The  Teacher  Education  Committee  authorized  in  the  1963-64  academic  year  has 
been  designated  the  responsibility  for  coordinating  the  activities  in  the  teacher 
education  program.  The  Chairman  of  the  Department  of  Education  and  Psychology  is 
the  Chairman  of  this  Committee  and  is  regarded  as  the  coordinator. 

The  chairman  of  the  department  in  which  the  applicant  for  certification  completed 
the  subject  matter  or  area  of  specialization  phase  of  teacher  education  has  the 
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prerogative  of  recommending  the  student  for  certification.  The  Chairman  of  the 
Department  of  Education  and  Psychology  reviews  the  recommendation.  He,  in  turn, 
forwards  such  recommendations  as  he  signs  to  the  Registrar,  who  has  the  final 
responsibility  for  recommending  to  the  State  Department  of  Public  Instruction 
that  a  candidate  has  completed  the  teacher  education  program  and  is  eligible  for 
certification.  Those  recommending  may  consult  with  other  members  of  the  faculty 
in  reviewing  the  qualifications  of  a  candidate. 
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STANDARD  II— STUDENT  PERSONNEL  PROGRAMS  AND  SERVICES 


A.  HOW  STUDENTS  SECURE  INFORMATION  ON  THE  COLLEGE  CAMPUS  CONCERNING  OPPORTUNITIES 

FOR  CAREERS  IN  TEACHING 

Information  about  careers  in  teaching,  indicating  the  areas  in  which  teacher 
education  is  available  at  Atlantic  Christian  College,  is  included  in  college 
publications  sent  to  the  student  by  the  College.  College  personnel,  including 
the  Dean  of  Students,  the  Dean  of  Women,  and  faculty  members  of  the  Department  of 
Education  and  the  Academic  Departments,  counsel,  inform,  and  advise  students  on  a 
personal  basis . 

Prospective  teachers  participate  in  a  number  of  voluntary  organizations  on 
campus  which  have  either  a  direct  or  indirect  relationship  of  the  teaching  profession. 
These  organizations  include  the  Student  National  Education  Association,  the  Physical 
Education  Club,  the  Science  Club,  Phi  Beta  Lambda,  the  Accounting  Club,  Sigma  Pi 
Alpha,  Stage  and  Script,  Student  Life  Committee,  International  Relations  Club, 

Social  Science  Society,  and  the  Music  Club. 

B.  DATA  COLLECTED  ABOUT  A  PROSPECTIVE  STUDENT 

Effective  with  the  1964-65  freshman  class,  the  following  items  of  information 
are  collected  on  all  prospective  students: 

1.  Parents'  name  and  address 

2.  High  school  attended  and  its  accreditation 

3.  High  school  scholastic  record 

4.  Numerical  rank  in  graduating  class 

5.  Recommendation  by  a  high  school  guidance  counselor  or  principal  as  to 
academic  ability  and  probability  of  success  in  college. 
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6.  Scholastic  Aptitude  Test  Scores  (Previous  to  1964-65,  students  could 
take  SCAT  or  SAT) 

7.  Medical  examination  record 
Co  ADMISSION  POLICIES  AND  PRACTICES 

1,  Admission  to  the  College 

At  Atlantic  Christian  College  the  admissions  policies  and  practices  apply 
to  all  students  and  generally  include  for  freshmen: 

a.  Graduation  from  an  accredited  high  school  and  completion  of  at 
least  16  units,  10  of  which  must  have  been  from  the  areas  of 
English,  foreign  language,  mathematics,  natural  science,  history, 
and  other  social  studies, 

b„  Taking  the  Scholastic  Aptitude  Test  of  the  College  Entrance  Exami¬ 
nation  Board,  N0  cut-off  score  has  been  established,  however, 

Co  Personal  interview  if  it  is  deemed  advisable, 
do  Submitting  a  complete  medical  history. 

e.  Completing  and  signing  the  personnel  form  provided  by  the  Admissions 

Office, 

f.  Submitting  $10  ( non-ref undable)  application  fee. 

g.  One  who  is  not  a  high  school  graduate  may  demonstrate  his  fitness 
by  special  achievement  and  aptitude  tests. 

2»  Admission  of  Transfer  Students 

A  student  from  another  college  is  considered  for  admission  according  to  the 
following  rules : 

a.  All  application  forms,  recommendations  and  other  credentials, 

together  with  a  transcript  from  the  other  institution,  must  be  in 
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the  hands  of  the  admissions  officer  before  an  application  can 
be  acted  upon. 

bo  Credits  for  courses  which  correspond  to  those  offered  at  Atlantic 
Christian  College  are  accepted  at  face  value.  Courses  which  do  not 
correspond  to  courses  given  at  Atlantic  Christian  College  are  not 
transferable. 

Co  An  applicant  whose  evaluated  transcript  shows  a  deficit  of  more  than 
12  quality  points  will  be  considered  for  admission  only  under  the 
terms  of  the  academic-probation  policy  in  effect  at  Atlantic  Christian. 

d.  Only  courses  carrying  a  grade  of  "C"  or  better  will  transfer  beginning 
September,  1965.

Data  on  intelligence  tests,  achievement  tests,  and  grade  point  averages 
show  that  teacher  education  students  at  Atlantic  Christian  College  compare 
favorably  with  other  students  at  the  College. 

Scores  made  by  the  College's  graduates  on  the  NTE  reveal  consistency  and 
some  progress.  Scores  on  the  common  examinations  were  535  in  1962,  537  in  1963 
and  546  in  1964. 

3.  Admission  to  Teacher  Education 

Students  may  indicate  an  interest  in  teacher  education  by  completing  a 
declaration  of  departmental  major  and  minor  as  early  as  the  freshman  year  and 
stating  teacher  education, 

A  form  entitled  "Application  for  Admission  to  the  Teacher  Education  Curricula" 
is  completed  during  the  sophomore  year  or,  in  the  case  of  transfer  students,  at  their 
first  period  of  registration.  Each  prospect  is  then  interviewed  by  the  Director  of 
Student  Teaching  or  the  Chairman  of  the  Department  of  Education  and  Psychology. 

The  completed  application  is  then  sent  to  the  academic  department  of  the  student's 
major.  The  student's  major  advisor  assists  the  student  in  planning  his  program  in 
teacher  education.  Records  are  reviewed  prior  to  registration  each  semester  by  the 
student  and  his  advisor. 
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Another  form  entitled  "Application  for  Student  Teaching"  is  completed  during 
the  second  semester  of  the  junior  year. 

At  the  end  of  the  semester  preceding  entrance  to  the  block,  the  Chairman  of 
the  Department  of  Education-Psychology  and  the  Director  of  Student  Teaching  make 
a  final  evaluation  and  decision  concerning  the  recommended  person's  eligibility 
to  register  for  "block  courses". 

D.  PROCEDURES  USED  TO  IDENTIFY  STUDENTS  IN  TEACHER  EDUCATION 


Sophomores  complete  the  Application  for  Admission  to  the  Teacher  Education 


Curricula  during  the  semester  they  are  enrolled  in  History  of  Education.  A  folder 
is  prepared  for  all  elementary  and  secondary  education  majors  for  advisement  use. 
The  application  for  student  teaching  is  filed  with  the  Director  of  Student  Teaching 
during  the  junior  year.  Prospective  seniors  pick  up  the  form  entitled  "Observing 


the  Opening  of  School"  at  the  conclusion  of  their  junior  year. 

E.  SCHOLARSHIP  REQUIREMENTS  FOR  RETENTION  IN  AND  COMPLETION  OF  TEACHER  EDUCATION  CURRICULA 


At  the  present  time,  students  must  have  completed  professional  requirements 
other  than  student  teaching,  and  have  an  overall  "C"  average  in  order  to  remain  in 
the  teacher  education  curricula  and  to  enter  the  student  teaching  experience. 
However,  the  faculty  has  approved  the  following  academic  standard  which  became 


operative  September  1,  1964: 


IS 


A  student  must  have  a  "C"  average  in  his  major,  a  "C"  average  in 
his  minor,  an  overall  "C"  average,  a  "CH  average  in  professional  courses, 
and  a  "C"  average  in  any  area  for  certification  before  he  may  enroll  in 
the  "block"  program  in  the  senior  year.  A  student  must  have  a  "C"  average 
in  all  of  the  areas  mentioned  to  be  permitted  to  do  student  teaching. 


No  records  have  been  kept  of  those  who  change  out  of  the  teacher  education 


program  before  the  senior  year;  generally  three  or  four  students  will  not  meet 
academic  requirements  to  be  assigned  to  student  teaching. 
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F.  THE  SYSTEM  OF  RECORDS 

The  student's  official  and  complete  permanent  record  is  on  file  in  the 
Office  of  the  Registrar.  The  Department  of  Education-Psychology  maintains  a 
system  of  records  including  the  Student  Data  Sheet,  Application  for  Admission 
to  the  Teacher  Education  Curricula,  Application  for  Student  Teaching,  departmental 
recommendation,  cumulative  records,  account  of  interviews,  and  record  of  student 
teaching  evaluation, 

G.  SYSTEM  OF  STUDENT  ADVISEMENT  AND  COUNSELING 

Students  are  assigned  an  advisor  upon  admittance.  The  freshman  advisors 
help  with  class  instruction  and  provide  group  guidance  and  individual  guidance. 

The  freshman  advisor  will  be  from  the  major  area  if  the  freshman  indicates  a 
preference. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  sophomore  year  each  student  is  assigned  an  advisor 
in  the  department  of  his  major.  Any  unusual  requests  or  transfer  student  problems 
are  referred  to  the  department  chairman  involved. 

H.  PLACEMENT  SERVICES 

The  Department  of  Education-Psychology  began  keeping  a  system  of  placement 
records  for  all  teacher  education  graduates  with  the  1962-63  college  year.  Therefore, 
records  of  teacher  placement  prior  to  1962  are  not  available.  In  1963-64,  122 
students  completed  the  teacher  education  curricula.  An  inquiry  was  made  to  determine 
their  employment  status  and  86  cards  were  returned.  Of  those  who  returned  cards, 
nine  are  not  teaching  and  three  of  the  nine  are  in  graduate  school.  The  status  of 
the  36  who  did  not  return  the  cards  to  the  department  is  unknown. 
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Beginning  in  September  1964,  a  central  college  placement  service  was  instituted 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Director  of  Placement,  who  is  also  the  Dean  of  Men. 

I.  FOLLOW-UP  PROGRAM 

The  Department  of  Education-Psychology  attempts  an  informal  follow-up  of  the 
performance  of  its  teachers  through  contact  and  inquiry  from  supervisors  and 
principals  with  whom  the  teachers  work.  Consideration  is  being  given  to  a  systematic 
follow-up  procedure  as  a  part  of  the  teacher  placement  program.

The  load  indicates  only  that  portion  of  work  in  professional  education.  Those 
who  carry  a  full  load  and  are  credited  with  part-time  loads  in  the  table  above  fill 
out  the  remainder  of  their  work  in  other  areas.  The  methods  courses  in  each  discipline 
are  taught  by  staff  members  in  the  discipline  and,  consequently,  are  not  included 
in  the  above  list. 

All  professional  education  faculty  members  other  than  adjunct  William  Tyndall 
have  graduate  degrees  and  three  have  earned  doctorates.  Mr.  Tyndall  has  95  graduate 
semester  hours  beyond  the  B.A.  degree. 

The  maximum  teaching  load  is  15  semester  hours.  This  load  is  reduced  three 
semester  hours  for  each  ten  students  during  the  period  of  student  teaching.  The 
loads  of  the  chairmen  of  each  department  and  the  Director  of  Student  Teaching  are 
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reduced  three  semester  hours  for  administrative  duties.  There  is  no  reduction  in 
teaching  load  for  committee  assignments.  The  teaching, load  of  the  professional 
education  faculty  is  the  same  as  teachers  in  other  areas. 

For  a  list  of  the  names  of  faculty  members  involved  in  each  curriculum  area 
for  which  the  institution  prepares  teachers  see  Atlantic  Christian  College's 
Self  Study  Report,  pages  51-56.  The  rank,  area  of  assignment,  graduate  preparation 
in  area  of  assignment,  and  highest  degree  held  are  given  for  each  faculty  member 

t 

on  these  pages. 

Within  the  past  five  years,  three  members  who  have  a  total  of  70  years  public 
school  experience  have  been  added  to  the  professional  education  staff,  and  one  member 
of  the  staff  received  the  Ed.D.  degree.  Two  members  have  been  granted  leaves  for 
study  during  the  past  five-year  period.  The  professional  education  faculty  members 
are  active  in  State  and  national  professional  organizations. 

The  College  encourages  the  staff  to  attend  professional  meetings  through 
financial  support.  Professional  improvement  is  promoted  by  extending  financial  aid 
through  grants-in-aid  with  a  maximum  valud  of  $1500.

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B.  ACADEMIC  FACULTY:  BY  AREAS 


Art 

There  are  three  full-time  faculty  members  in  the  Art  Department.  All  hold 
the  master's  degree.  One  faculty  member  who  teaches  the  art  education  and  methods 
courses  and  supervises  student  teaching  has  had  one  year  of  public  school  teaching 
experience;  the  others  have  had  no  such  experience. 

Business  Education 

There  are  seven  full-time  and  four  part-time  members  of  the  Business  Department. 
One  part-time  instructor  has  the  bachelor's  as  his  highest  earned  degree,  two 
adjunct  professors  have  the  L1„B.,  and  eight  members  have  one  or  more  master's.  The 
Chairman  ©f  the  Department  has  both  M.A.  and  M.Ed.  degrees. 

All  loads  are  computed  on  a  base  of  15  hours  as  full  time. 

English 

There  are  eight  full-time  faculty  members  in  the  English  Department.  The 
department  Chairman  holds  the  doctorate;  of  the  seven  who  hold  the  master's  degree 
in  English,  two  have  completed  all  work  toward  the  doctorate  except  the  dissertation. 

All  members  have  a  teaching  load  of  15  semester  hours  with  the  following 
exceptions:  (1)  the  department  chairman  has  a  reduction  of  three  semester  hours 
by  virtue  of  her  position,  (2)  the  instructor  of  speech  and  drama  is  allowed  a 
reduction  of  three  semester  hours  for  producing  plays,  (3)  the  instructor  of  English 
methods  and  practician  is  allowed  a  reduction  of  three  semester  hours  for  each  10 
English  practice  teachers  supervised. 

Foreign  Languages 

There  are  two  full-time  faculty  members  in  the  Department  of  Modern  Languages. 
One  of  these  holds  the  doctorate,  one  the  M.A.  degree. 
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The  teaching  load  is  15  semester  hours  per  week,  plus  laboratory  supervision. 


During  the  spring  semester,  the  teacher  in  charge  of  the  modern  language  methods 
course  has  this  extra  load. 

Mathematics 

There  are  three  full-time,  one  three-fifths-time,  and  one  two-fifths-time 
faculty  members  in  the  Mathematics  Department.  Two  of  these  have  M.A.  degrees 
in  mathematics,  one  an  M.A.  in  home  economics  with  six  hours  of  graduate  work  in 
mathematics,  one  an  M.A.  in  secondary  education,  and  one  the  M.Ed.  degree. 

The  teaching  load  is  15  semester  hours  per  week. 

Two  faculty  members  are  teaching  in  areas  in  which  they  have  had  six  or  less 
semester  hours  of  graduate  work  in  mathematics. 

Music 

There  are  five  full-time  faculty  members  in  the  Music  Department.  All  hold 
master's  degrees  in  the  various  areas  of  music  and  music  education.  One  faculty 
member  has  extensive  experience  in  public  school  music  and  is  teaching  the  professional 
music  educational  courses  and  supervising  the  student  teaching  in  the  Department. 

The  music  faculty  members  have  similar  performance  backgrounds  with  an  emphasis 
on  voice,  strings,  and  keyboard.  There  is  no  woodwind,  brass,  or  percussion  major 
within  the  faculty.  It  should  be  noted  that  with  the  above  exception,  the  music 
faculty  has  had  little  or  no  public  school  music  experience.  Except  for  the 
department  chairman,  who  has  done  extensive  work  at  the  doctoral  level,  no  other 
advanced  degrees  are  contemplated  at  the  present  time. 

Physical  Education  and  Health 

There  are  six  full-time  and  one  half-time  faculty  members  in  the  Physical 
Education  Department.  All  seven  faculty  members  hold  a  master's  degree  in  physical 
education. 
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The  teaching  load  is  15  semester  hours  or  the  equivalent. 

Science 

In  the  Science  Department  there  are  seven  full-time  and  two  part-time  faculty 
members  who  teach  courses  taken  by  prospective  science  teachers.  Two  part-time 
faculty  members  teach  courses  that  may  be  taken  only  by  nursing  students  and  not 
by  prospective  science  teachers.  Among  the  full-time  faculty  members,  two  are 
chemists,  one  teaches  physics,  and  four  are  biologists.  The  two  part-time  faculty 
members  teach  approximately  one-fifth-time  and  approximately  one-seventh- time 
respectively.  Both  of  these  faculty  members  teach  biology. 

Graduate  preparation  of  the  biology  and  chemistry  faculty  appears  adequate. 

The  physics  professor  has  no  graduate  preparation  in  his  area  of  assignment. 

However,  he  had  a  number  of  courses  in  physics  as  an  undergraduate,  has  had  nine 
years  of  college  teaching  experience  in  physics,  and  has  attended  two  non-credit 
National  Science  Foundation  sponsored  summer  courses  for  teachers  of  college  physics 
within  the  past  five  years. 

The  teaching  load  of  the  science  faculty  varies  from  11-14  semester  hours  per 
week.  However,  classroom  time  is  approximately  20  hours  per  week  because  of 
laboratories . 

Social  Studies 

There  are  five  full-time  faculty  members  teaching  wholly  in  the  Social  Studies 
Department.  One  has  the  Ph.D.  in  Sociology,  one  has  the  Ph.D.  in  History,  one  has 
the  M.A.  in  Political  Science,  and  two  in  history  have  the  M.A. 

Two  faculty  members  teach  partly  in  the  Social  Studies  Department  and  partly 
in  another  department.  One  of  these  has  the  Ph.D.  and  is  assigned  to  geography 
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and  education,  and  one  has  the  M.A.  and  is  assigned  to  history  and  modern 
language . 

There  are  also  two  part-time  instructors.  One  of  these  has  the  M.A.  and 
is  assigned  to  history,  geography,  and  sociology  (graduate  preparation  in  all 
three  areas)  and  the  other  has  the  B.D.  and  is  in  political  science. 

There  is  also  one  semi-retired,  part-time  professor  who  has  the  Ph.D.  and 
teaches  history. 
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STANDARD  IV— CURRICULA 


Atlantic  Christian  College  offers  undergraduate  curricula  for  primary- 
teachers  and  grammar  grade  teachers  and  for  secondary-  teachers  in  the  following 
areas  of  specialization:  art,  business,  English,  Spanish,  French,  mathematics, 
science,  chemistry,  biology,  social  studies,  history,  political  science,  health 
and  physical  education,  and  music.  These  lead  to  a  Bachelor  of  Science  or  a 
Bachelor  of  Arts  degree. 

Total  enrollment  for  the  fall  1964  term  was  1,289  students.  Of  this  total, 
1,042  students  were  four-year  degree  students  and  520  were  seeking  certification. 
The  remaining  247  were  non-degree  students.  The  table  below  shows  the  enrollment 
of  degree  students  by  departments.

C.  PROFESSIONAL  EDUCATION 

The  pattern  of  professional  education  courses  for  those  preparing  to  teach 
in  elementary  school  has  some  elements  in  common  with  that  for  those  preparing 
to  teach  in  secondary  school.  However,  there  are  two  distinct  patterns.  Furthermore, 
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the  program  presented  in  the  College's  Self-Study  Report  is  proposed  for  1965-66. 

The  following  report  reflects  the  program  as  it  is  currently  conceived  and  the  one 
which  is  proposed.  The  transition  from  the  1964-65  program  to  the  proposed  program 
will  not  affect  the  total  number  of  hours  required  in  the  program  in  elementary 
education  but  will  result  in  a  reduction  of  hours  required  in  the  secondary  program. 

For  those  preparing  to  teach  in  elementary  schools,  the  courses  identified 
as  professional  education  total  24  hours.  This  is  20  percent  of  the  total  program. 

It  is  noted  that  six  additional  courses  carrying  credit  for  15  semester  hours  are 
designated  content  courses,  yet  they  incorporate  methods  of  teaching  in  their 
structure  and  four  of  them  include  methods  or  procedures  in  the  course  title.  These 
are  listed  as  required  in  the  category  of  subject  matter  specialization. 

For  those  preparing  to  teach  in  the  secondary  school,  courses  identified  as 
professional  education  courses  total  21  hours  in  1964-65.  This  is  17.5  percent  of 
the  total  program.  The  program  proposed  with  an  effective  date  of  1965-66  consists 
of  18  hours,  which  is  15  percent  of  the  total  program.

STANDARD  V— PROFESSIONAL  LABORATORY  EXPERIENCES 


A.  LABORATORY  EXPERIENCES  PRIOR  TO  STUDENT  TEACHING 

All  student  teachers  are  required  to  observe  the  first  three  full  days  of 
the  opening  of  a  public  school  of  their  choice  in  the  fall  of  the  year  in  which 
they  plan  to  do  student  teaching.  The  observations  are  made  in  the  subject 
matter  areas  and/or  on  the  grade  levels  for  which  they  are  preparing  for  certi¬ 
fication,  and  include  participation  in  those  activities  that  normally  occur 
at  the  opening  of  school,  A  form  showing  participation  must  be  signed  by  the 
school  principal  and  teacher  and  presented  by  the  student  to  the  Department  of 
Education  at  the  opening  of  the  academic  year. 

Professional  laboratory  experiences,  in  one  or  more  of  several  forms,  are 
required  in  all  of  the  methods-type  professional  education  courses. 

B.  THE  ORGANIZATION  FOR  THE  ADMINISTRATION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  STUDENT  TEACHING 

1.  Organization  of  Student  Teaching 

A  representative,  a  person  with  public  school  experience,  from  each  academic 
department  has  the  responsibility  for  supervising  the  student  teachers  from  his 
department.  The  Director  of  Student  Teaching  and  members  of  the  Department  of 
Education  and  Psychology  have  the  responsibility  for  supervising  those  students 
engaged  in  student  teaching  in  the  elementary  schools. 

The  Director  of  Student  Teaching,  working  in  conjunction  with  the  public 
school  superintendents  and  a  local  school  principal,  has  the  responsibility  for 
assigning  the  student  teachers  to  the  cooperating  schools  and  to  the  supervising 
teachers.  Approximately  27  public  schools  are  utilized  for  student  teaching.  The 
majority  of  the  students  are  assigned  within  the  Wilson  City  Administrative  Unit, 
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the  assignments  actually  being  made  by  the  Wilson  City  Schools  Superintendent 
for  elementary  teachers  and  the  Principal  of  Fike  Senior  High  School  for  the 
secondary  teachers.  Both  the  Superintendent  and  the  Principal  are  adjunct 
professors  at  the  College .  Requests  for  placement  outside  the  city  of  Wilson 
are  made  through  the  appropriate  superintendents. 

2.  Organization  of  Supervision 

Supervising  teachers  in  the  public  schools  assume  the  direct  responsibility 
for  full-time  guidance  and  direction  of  the  student  teacher's  progress  for  the 
period  of  student  teaching.  The  final  evaluation  of  the  student  teacher's  progress 
is  the  joint  responsibility  of  the  college  supervisor  and  the  supervising  teacher. 

As  a  part  of  the  orientation  of  supervising  teachers,  the  Department  of 
Education-Psychology  distributes  to  each  supervising  teacher  a  copy  of  the  manual 
published  expressly  for  supervising  teachers.  In  addition,  conferences  are  held 
with  officials  of  the  cooperating  schools  at  the  beginning  of  the  school  year  to 
discuss  the  total  program  and  disseminate  information  regarding  changes,  deletions, 
or  additions  to  the  program. 

College  supervisors  hold  a  few  conferences  with  school  officials  and  teachers 
to  discuss  individual  student  teachers  and/or  the  progress  of  the  total  student 
teaching  program, 

C.  THE  STUDENT  TEACHING  PROGRAM 

1.  Criteria  for  Admission  to  and  Retention  in  Student  Teaching 

Students  are  eligible  for  admission  to  student  teaching  when  they  meet  the 
following  criteria: 

a.  Attain  senior  classification. 
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b.  Complete  required  course  work  in  professional  education. 

c.  Be  recommended  to  the  Director  of  Student  Teaching  by  the  chairmen 
of  the  departments  in  which  the  student  is  majoring  and  minoring. 

d.  Have  completed  three-fourths  of  the  requirements  for  certification 
in  the  area  in  which  he  is  doing  his  student  teaching. 

e»  Maintain  an  overall  "C"  average,  a  "C"  average  on  professional 
education  courses,  a  "C"  average  in  the  major,  a  "C"  average  in 
the  minor,  and  a  "C"  average  on  course  work  in  all  other  areas  for 
certification. 

f,  Observe  the  opening  of  a  public  school  as  noted  under  pre-student 
teaching  experiences. 

g.  Be  approved  by  the  Education-Psychology  Department. 

Retention  in  the  program  after  the  actual  student  teaching  experience  has  begun 
is  dependent  on  satisfactory  performance  as  judged  by  the  college  supervisory  staff 
and  the  supervising  teachers  and  administrative  officials  in  the  cooperating  school. 

2.  Credit  and  Time  Involved 

Six  semester  hours  of  credit  are  given  for  student  teaching.  Concurrently, 
the  student  is  required  to  attend  a  one-hour  seminar  on  school  law  and  organization 
conducted  by  the  Department  of  Education-Psychology  and  taught  by  the  principal  of 
Fike  Senior  High  School, 

Students  engage  in  student  teaching  for  half  of  a  semester,  or  approximately 
nine  weeks,  five  days  per  week.  During  this  period,  the  hours  of  the  student  teacher 
are  the  same  as  the  hours  of  the  supervising  teacher.  At  the  secondary  level,  from 
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beginning  observation,  the  student  teacher  gradually  assumes  a  teaching  load  of 
four  or  more  hours  per  day,  which  he  maintains  for  at  least  one  week  while,  at  the 
same  time,  participating  in  the  total  program  of  the  school  as  would  a  regularly 
employed  teacher.  At  the  elementary  level,  student  teachers  begin  taking  over 
courses  until  they  have  a  full  teaching  load,  teach  at  least  one  full  week,  and 
gradually  release  the  courses  to  the  supervising  teacher  in  the  same  manner.  When 
not  actually  teaching,  the  student  teacher  spends  his  time  participating  in  all 
activities  normally  required  of  a  regularly  employed  teacher. 

Student  teaching  may  be  done  either  semester  of  the  senior  year,  providing 
prerequisite  courses  have  been  met.  In  secondary  education,  some  departments  offer 
the  block  program  only  one  semester  per  year  due  to  the  small  number  of  student 
teachers  in  their  departments. 

3.  Supervision  by  the  College 

Twelve  college  faculty  members  have  some  responsibility  for  the  supervision 
of  student  teaching.  One  from  each  academic  department  preparing  students  is 
responsible  for  the  supervision  of  the  student  teachers  from  his  department. 

College  supervisors  are  allowed  one  three-hour  reduction  in  teaching  load  for 
every  10  student  teachers  supervised.  The  Director  of  Student  Teaching  is  allowed 
one  three-hour  reduction  each  semester  for  administrative  duties  in  making  student 
teaching  assignments.  A  minimum  of  three  observations  of  each  student's  actual 
teaching  by  college  supervisors  are  required.  More  visits  are  made  when  needed. 

The  ratio  of  college  supervisors  to  student  teachers  is  approximately  1  to  10 
with  teaching  loads  as  noted  above. 
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D .  CRITERIA  FOR  SELECTING  OFF-CAMPUS  COOPERATING  SCHOOLS 


Off  campus  cooperating  schools  are  selected  because  of  the  quality  of 
instruction  offered  therein  and  because  of  their  proximity  to  the  College. 
Students  may  request  certain  schools  and  these  requests  are  sent  from  the 
Director  of  Student  Teaching  to  the  superintendents  of  the  school  districts 
where  placements  are  made. 

E.  SUPERVISING  TEACHERS 

1.  Selection 

Supervising  teachers  in  each  cooperating  school  are  selected  by  the  superin¬ 
tendent  and  the  principal. 

2.  Utilization 

During  any  academic  year,  no  supervising  teacher  has  more  than  one  teacher 
per  semester,  nor  does  she  have  student  teachers  two  semesters  in  succession. 

The  only  exception  to  this  rule  is  that,  infrequently,  it  may  be  necessary  to 
utilize  a  supervising  teacher  two  semesters  in  succession  for  secondary  majors 
in  the  field  of  health  and  physical  education. 

3.  Qualif icati ons 

Supervising  teachers  are  selected  from  among  those  recommended  teachers  with 
three  or  more  years'  teaching  experience.  A  master's  degree  is  recommended  and 
preferred,  but  because  of  the  shortage  of  teachers  holding  this  degree,  only  a 
bachelor's  degree  is  required, 

F.  METHODS  USED  TO  DETERMINE  THE  EFFECTIVENESS  OF  THE  EXPERIENCES 

Professional  laboratory  experiences  that  are  an  outgrowth  of  the  course 
work  during  the  first  half  of  the  block  semester  are  evaluated  through  class 
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discussion,  written  reports,  and  oral  reports.  The  effectiveness  of  the  student 
teaching  experience  is  evaluated  in  individual  conferences  with  the  college 
supervisors  and  the  supervising  teachers. 

G.  CHANGES  CONTEMPLATED  IN  THE  PRESENT  PROGRAM 

The  program  of  professional  laboratory  experiences  is  constantly  evaluated 
and  changes  are  made  when  necessary. 

H.  FINANCES 

Student  teachers  are  charged  a  fee  of  $40  which  is  paid  through  the  College 
to  the  supervising  teacher.  Each  student  teacher  is  also  required  to  furnish  his 
own  transportation  during  student  teaching.

STANDARD  VI— FACILITIES,  EQUIPMENT,  AND  MATERIALS 
A.  BUILDING  FACILITIES  AND  EQUIPMENT  AVAILABLE  FOR  PROFESSIONAL  EDUCATION 

The  professional  education  faculty's  offices  are  located  principally  in 
the  Classroom  Building,  a  modern  facility  built  in  1958.  The  main  faculty  office 
suite  is  located  on  the  second  floor,  and  the  suite  includes  two  offices  and  a 
section  designed  for  secretarial  services.  Each  of  the  two  offices  is  used  as  a 
private  office,  one  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Department  of  Education-Psychology  and 
one  by  a  full-time  staff  member.  The  secretarial  service  area  provides  office 
space  for  the  Director  of  Student  Teaching  and  one  part-time  faculty  member.  One 
full-time  faculty  member  has  a  private  office  in  a  suite  of  offices  for  the  Department 
of  English.  Two  staff  members  teaching  professional  courses  share  an  office  on  the 
first  floor.  The  remaining  faculty  member  has  a  private  office  in  the  Music  Building, 
a  facility  located  across  the  street  in  another  block. 

All  offices  and  office  areas  are  provided  with  desk,  chair,  bookcase,  and 
filing  cabinet.  Each  faculty  member  has  access  to  a  typewriter  and  telephone, 
although  they  are  not  provided  for  each  member.  Secretarial  service  is  provided 
for  the  department  by  two  student  helpers  at  the  rate  of  15  hours  per  week.  Additional 
secretarial  service  can  be  secured  through  the  office  of  the  Dean  of  the  College, 
Duplication  and  mimeograph  machines  are  available  through  the  English  and  Business 
Departments  located  on  the  same  floor.  An  offset  machine  is  available  in  the 
Business  Office  of  the  College. 

All  professional  education  courses,  except  some  methods  courses,  are  taught 
in  the  Classroom  Building,  Two  classrooms  are  used  exclusively  for  professional 
courses.  Two  other  classrooms  are  used  about  half-time.  Each  of  the  classrooms 
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is  equipped  with  Venetian  blinds  or  drapes  which  could  be  used  for  audiovisual 
purposes ,  and  with  desks  or  tables ,  chairs,  lecterns,  chalk  boards  and  bookcases. 

The  classroom  will  seat  30-50  students. 

There  is  no  room  available  with  special  facilities  for  remedial  work  in 
reading  and  speech.  One  room  is  used  by  the  reading  director  who  uses  portable 
equipment  consisting  of  a  tachistoscope,  rateometer,  phonetic  charts  and  phonetic 
records.  One  room  has  a  two-way  mirror  which  could  be  used  for  observation.  However, 
the  viewing  area  is  currently  used  as  an  office  for  two  faculty  members.  Small 
classrooms  and  a  seminar  room  in  the  library  are  used  for  seminars. 

B.  LIBRARY  RESOURCES 

The  library  resources  of  the  College  are  housed  in  the  C.  H.  Hardy  Library, 
a  modern  building  located  on  the  College  campus  near  the  Classroom  Building.  (The 
library  staff  consists  of  three  full-time  and  one  part-time  professional  library 
staff  members,  two  non-professional  staff  members,  and  an  average  of  13-14  students 
used  for  10-12  hours  per  week.) 

The  holdings  consist  of  approximately  55,000  volumes  exclusive  of  pamphlet 
material.  The  holdings  include  approximately  5,000  volumes  specifically  classified 
as  professional  education.  This  number  is  exclusive  of  holdings  in  the  various 
academic  subject  areas  and  other  areas  which  are  related  to  the  teacher  education 
program.  There  are  approximately  90  of  367  periodicals  in  the  area  of  education. 

The  library  budget  for  books  during  1964-65  was  $12,000,  of  which  $1,100  was 
allocated  to  the  Department  of  Education-Psychology.  The  amount  compares  favorably 
with  amount  budgeted  for  other  departments.  The  budget  for  periodicals  was  $3,500, 
Expenditures  for  periodicals  in  education  during  1963-64  was  $400  out  of  a  total 
budget  of  $4,400. 
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Circulation  figures  for  all  types  of  materials,  including  curriculum 
laboratory  holdings,  were  as  follows: 

January  -  December  1964  -  42,621 

Average  Daily  Circulation  -  250-350 

Good  Monthly  Circulation  -  3,500 

Acquisition  for  fiscal  1964  totaled  4,740  pieces  of  all  types  of  materials. 
Acquisitions  are  based  on  requests  from  faculty  members  and  book  review  information 
available  to  the  library.  The  librarian  spends  approximately  25  percent  of  the 
books  budget  for  reference  books  and  materials,  fiction,  and  other  materials  not 
specifically  requested. 

Collections  of  special  merit  include  the  Carolina  Discipliana  Collection,  an 
extensive  pamphlet  collection  for  all  subject  readings  listed  in  the  Education  Index 
and  cataloged  by  the  Dewey  Decimal  System,  a  file  of  audiovisual  materials,  a  North 
Carolina  pamphlet  collection,  a  collection  of  important  reports,  a  career  pamphlet 
collection  and  a  collection  of  college  catalogs  arranged  by  states.  One-day  reserve 
books  are  kept  at  the  circulation  desk  and  three-day  reserve  books  are  placed  in  the 
stacks  with  special  charge  cards.  Open  stack  privileges  are  observed.  Fourteen 
carrels  are  available  for  students  and  faculty  members. 

C.  SPECIAL  FACILITIES 

Although  the  College  does  not  offer  any  graduate  programs,  there  are  facilities 
and  materials  available  which  could  be  helpful  to  faculty  members  in  conducting 
research.  The  C.  H.  Hardy  Library  houses  the  Carolina  Discipliana  Room  which  contains 
an  extensive  collection  of  Americana.  The  library  is  a  partial  depository  for  U.S. 
documents.  Carrels  are  provided  for  faculty  and  students.  Other  research  aids 
include  a  microfilm  reader,  microcard  reader,  and  a  photocopying  machine. 
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The  Department  of  Education-Psychology  has  several  remedial  reading  aids 
including  a  tachistoscope,  rateometers,  work  books  for  improving  reading  skills, 
and  vocabulary  books.  The  Department  also  has  tests  available  including  reading 
tests,  personality  tests,  and  the  Binet  and  Wechsler  intelligence  scales. 

The  College  provides  encouragement  for  research,  especially  to  work  toward 
higher  degrees,  by  awarding  a  grant  up  to  $1,500  each  year  to  faculty  members. 

Four  members  of  the  Department  of  Education-Psychology  have  received  grants  of 
varying  amount  during  the  past  five  years. 

Other  facilities  which  serve  to  increase  the  effectiveness  of  the  professional 
education  program  include  travel  budgets  and  college-owned  cars  for  attending 
regional  and  national  meetings  of  professional  organizations.  Bulletin  boards 
in  classrooms  and  special  display  centers  in  the  main  lobby  of  the  Classroom  Building 
and  in  the  C.  H.  Hardy  Library  are  available  for  display  purposes. 

Expenditures  for  special  equipment  for  the  Department  of  Education-Psychology 
during  1963-64  totaled  $345.  These  funds  were  used  to  purchase  maps,  globes,  bulletin 
boards,  and  rateometers. 

D.  AUDIOVISUAL  MATERIALS 

A  centrally  coordinated  audiovisual  service  is  provided  under  the  direction  of 
a  faculty  member  of  the  Department  of  Foreign  Languages  who  received  a  three  semester 
hour  reduction  in  teaching  load.  Faculty  members  request  services  through  the 
director.  The  budget  for  equipment  and  materials  is  included  in  the  library  budget; 
it  amounted  to  $2,000  for  1963-64.  About  $800  was  spent  for  maintenance,  repairs, 
and  new  equipment.  About  $1,200  was  spent  for  new  materials  of  all  types.  The 
equipment  available  is  partially  housed  in  the  Music  Building  and  partially  in  the 
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Classroom  Building,  Included  are  the  following:  two  opaque  projectors ,  three 
filmstrip  projectors,  three  combination  slide- films trip  projectors,  three  16mm 
projectors,  five  tape  recorders,  six  record  players,  and  one  new  overhead 
projector, 

E.  CURRICULUM  LABORATORY 

A  curriculum  laboratory  was  established  during  1963-64  in  a  lounge  room 
located  on  the  second  floor  of  the  C.  H,  Hardy  Library.  The  room  is  equipped 
with  shelving,  tables,  chairs,  and  charge-out  desk  and  chair.  The  laboratory  is 
under  the  supervision  of  the  librarian  and  is  serviced  by  one  part-time  library 
staff  member  working  19  hours  per  week.  Student  assistants  help  the  part-time 
member  keep  the  laboratory  open  for  a  total  of  30  hours  per  week. 

Holdings  include  copq.es  of  all  North  Carolina  State  adopted  textbooks  and  some 
State  adopted  supplementary  textbooks,  both  elementary  and  secondary  school.  Other 
holdings  include  sets  of  school  encyclopedias,  children's  dictionaries,  some  sample 
courses  of  study,  a  limited  number  of  achievement  and  intelligence  tests,  some 
programed  materials,  a  limited  file  of  pamphlet  material,  a  filmstrip  collection, 
books  on  the  methodology  and  techniques  of  teaching,  and  the  last  issue  of  some 
of  the  most  used  education  periodicals.  The  holdings  are  minimal  but  represent 
a  good  beginning. 

Special  funds  were  made  available  to  start  the  laboratory.  The  laboratory 
now  has  a  permanent  budget  position  in  the  library  budget  and  the  amount  allocated 
for  1964-65  was  $500.  From  40  to  55  items  are  circulated  weekly. 

F.  CONTEMPLATED  CONSTRUCTION  OF  BUILDING  FACILITIES  FOR  PROFESSIONAL  EDUCATION 

Plans  are  nearing  completion  for  the  construction  of  three  new  buildings. 

Bids  are  scheduled  to  be  received  on  March  23,  1965,  for  the  construction  of  an 
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Art  Building,  a  Physical  Education  Plant,  and  a  new  dormitory  for  women. 
Authorization  has  been  given  for  the  construction  of  a  student  center-cafeteria 
complex.  Board  authorization  to  borrow  money  for  a  new  boys '  dormitory  has  been 
given,  A  second  girls'  dormitory  has  been  tentatively  approved.  The  Department 
of  Science  has  applied  for  a  National  Science  Grant  for  increasing  the  size  of 
the  Science  Building.  All  of  these  plans  are  a  part  of  a  15  year  Development 
Program  of  the  College  beginning  in  1962.  A  request  has  been  made  for  foundation 
funds  to  enlarge  the  library. 

When  space  and  finances  permit,  the  Department  of  Education-Psychology  has 
tentative  plans  for  a  reading  clinic  to  serve  students  in  the  teacher  education 
program  and  to  provide  clinical  service  to  public  school  systems  in  the  service 
area  of  the  College. 

G.  FACILITIES,  EQUIPMENT,  AND  MATERIALS:  BY  AREAS 

Art 

The  Art  Department  is  housed  in  the  main  classroom  building  and  a  temporary 
wooden  structure  formerly  occupied  by  the  Music  Department. 

One  painting  studio,  one  shop  and  crafts  room,  three  dimension  design  studios, 
one  lecture  room,  one  sculpture  and  ceramics  studio,  two  faculty  offices,  and  two 
storage  rooms  are  provided.  The  painting  studio  is  also  utilized  as  a  commercial 
art  studio. 

There  seems  to  be  an  ample  supply  of  materials  and  equipment,  including  various 
electric  tools  and  machinery. 

Conditions  are  generally  crowded  and,  because  of  the  limited  storage  space, 
somewhat  cluttered;  however,  a  new  building,  expected  to  be  completed  by  the  summer 
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of  1966,  would  allow  for  consolidation  of  the  department's  present  physical  plant 
and  for  expansion  of  the  program  and  its  services. 

The  central  library  contains  an  adequate  collection  of  books  and  related 
reference  material  and  allows  the  Art  Department  a  budget  for  supplementary  material. 
A  growing  collection  of  art  filmstrips  and  slides  is  housed  in  the  Art  Department. 

Business  Education 

Five  and  one-half  classrooms,  equipped  with  lecterns,  desks,  chalkboards, 
and  electrical  outlets,  are  available  in  the  Classroom  Building  for  the  Business 
Education  Department.  All  but  four  of  the  faculty  members  have  private  offices. 

These  four  are  assigned  to  two  offices,  with  two  persons  per  office. 

Audiovisual  materials  available  for  use  in  the  business  education  program 
include:  record  player  and  tapes  and  overhead  projectors. 

The  Library  contains  a  collection  of  books  suitable  for  the  business  education 
program  and  secures  additional  materials  through  the  inter-library  loan  as  they  are 
needed. 

The  curriculum  laboratory  contains  a  complete  set  of  business  education 
textbooks  used  in  the  public  schools,  courses  of  study  in  business  education,  and 
materials  and  testing  aids  designed  to  evaluate  learning  in  business  education. 

English 

Four  classrooms  in  the  Classroom  Building  are  available  for  the  English 
Department.  From  time  to  time  other  classrooms  in  the  building  are  used.  All 
classrooms  are  well  lighted  and  well  equipped  with  lecterns,  chalkboards,  storage 
cabinets  and  electrical  outlets. 
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A  complex  of  offices  is  provided  for  the  eight  members  of  the  English  faculty, 
four  of  whom  have  private  offices.  Typewriters  are  provided  for  faculty  who  desire 
them  and  one  duplicating  machine  for  use  by  the  Department. 

Audiovisual  materials  available  include  one  'record  player,  one  tape  recorder, 
an  opaque  projector,  several  recordings  of  literary  masterpieces  (including  a  rather 
extensive  record  library  of  Shakespeare's  plays),  and  filmstrips  on  grammar  and 
composition  (used  in  English  Methods  and  Practicum) . 

The  central  library  holdings  in  language  and  literature  are  quite  sufficient 
according  to  the  reading  lists  for  the  courses. 

The  Curriculum  Laboratory,  recently  established,  contains  English  textbooks 
used  in  the  public  schools,  some  courses  of  study  in  English,  Elementary  English, 

The  English  Journal,  and  89  filmstrips  appropriate  for  English  classes. 

Foreign  Languages 

Two  classrooms,  equipped  with  lecterns,  desks,  chalkboards,  and  electrical 
outlets,  are  available  in  the  Music  Building  for  the  modern  language  department. 

Each  of  the  two  faculty  members  has  a  private  office,  one  of  which  is  large  enough 
to  hold  small  classes  of  8-10  students. 

Laboratory  facilities  consist  of  two  classrooms  equipped  with  tape  recorders 
and  earphones  for  passive  listening.  One  room  has  16  headsets,  the  other,  6.  In 
the  latter  room  there  are  also  tape  recording  facilities  sufficient  for  one  to  four 
students  at  the  time. 

There  is  an  adequate  supply  of  audio  and  visual  materials  for  advanced  courses, 
especially  recorded  literary  works.  There  are  a  few  audio  materials  for  elementary 
and  intermediate  courses  in  foreign  languages. 
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The  Central  Library  contains  resources  suitable  for  the  courses  taught. 

The  materials  center  contains  copies  of  the  French  and  Spanish  textbooks  used 
in  the  public  schools  and  the  curriculum  guides  issued  by  the  State  Department 
of  Public  Instruction. 

Mathematics 

Mathematics  courses  are  taught  in  three  adequately  equipped  classrooms  in 

the  Moye  Science  Building,  Three  members  of  the  staff  have  private  offices  and 

/ 

the  other  two  share  an  office  with  a  member  of  the  Science  Department,  A  filmstrip 
on  algebra  and  one  on  geometry  constitute  the  filmstrip  and  movie  equipment  of  the 
Department, 

The  central  library  contains  several  hundred  mathematics  textbooks  and  reference 
books.  The  American  Mathematics  Monthly  and  the  Mathematics  Teacher  are  the 
mathematical  periodicals  subscribed  by  the  library.  Public  school  textbooks  are 
concentrated  in  a  separate  room  in  the  library  to  make  this  material  readily  available 
to  the  prospective  teacher. 

Music 

The  Department  of  Music  is  housed  in  a  new,  air-conditioned,  one-story  structure 
with  ample  room  for  departmental  activities  and  ample  space  for  expansion. 

The  building  contains  14  practice  rooms,  adequate  and  spacious  office-studios, 
one  classroom,  one  class  piano  room  equipped  with  sic  Wurlitzer  electronic  pianos, 
three  listening  rooms  and  two  large  and  modern  rehearsal  rooms,  one  each  for  choral 
and  instrumental  music. 

There  are  13  studio  pianos  in  the  building  and  a  grand  piano  in  the  choral 
room.  The  Department  owns  an  adequate  number  of  stringed,  woodwind,  brass,  and 
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percussion  instruments  but  has  no  realistic  program  for  replacing  or  adding 
equipment.  While  there  is  a  room  designed  for  a  studio  organ,  no  organ  is 
available  in  the  building  and  there  is  no  immediate  plan  for  procurement  of  one. 

A  two  manual  organ  located  in  the  chapel  is  available  for  use  by  organ  students. 

Phonographs,  tape  recorders,  and  other  audiovisual  aids  are  available  for 
use  in  classrooms  and  studios.  Books  on  music,  reference  material  and  periodicals 
are  housed  both  in  the  main  library  building  and  the  music  building.  A  cursory 
examination  of  the  card  catalog  shows  that  holdings  are  adequate,  with  some 
weaknesses  in  periodical  holdings. 

An  adequate  record  collection  is  shelved  in  the  music  building,  as  are  holdings 
in  both  regular  and  full  scores.  Scores  are  not  properly  shelved  or  cataloged  and 
do  not  represent  an  adequate  cross  section  of  music  literature. 

Multiple  copies  of  the  State-approved  music  book  series  are  available  in  the 
music  building  and  curriculum  laboratory.  Aids  for  the  classroom  teacher  are  adequate. 
The  Department  operates  with  no  full-time  secretarial  staff  and  is  completely  dependent 
on  student  help. 

Physical  Education  and  Health 

The  outdoor  facilities  provided  by  the  College  are  five  tennis  courts  and  a 
play  area  equal  to  a  softball  field.  The  Wilson  Recreation  Department  permits  use 
of  their  baseball  field.  Arrangements  are  being  made  to  use  other  outdoor  areas 
owned  by  the  Recreation  Department,  The  golf  facilities  of  the  local  country  club 
are  also  being  used  for  classes. 

The  primary  indoor  teaching  station  is  the  gymnasium  floor  area  which  is  about

90'  by  80'.  The  Wilson  City  Recreation  Center  is  also  being  used.  Local  commercial 
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bowling  lanes  are  used  to  teach  bowling.  Dance  is  taught  in  the  basement  of  the 
girls'  dormitory.  Lecture  classes  are  taught  in  the  College  Classroom  Building, 

Dressing  facilities  for  boys  and  girls  are  located  on  the  basement  level  of 
the  gymnasium. 

Three  staff  members  have  offices  in  the  gymnasium  and  three  others  have  office 
space  in  the  library  building.  The  part-time  staff  member  does  not  have  an  office 
on  campus. 

Books  and  other  publications  are  housed  in  the  library.  The  present  library 
budget  for  the  Physical  Education  Department  is  $400  per  year. 

Equipment  for  all  the  activities  taught  is  kept  in  the  basement  of  the  gymnasium. 
Audiovisual  materials  are  centrally  controlled  by  the  College. 

Plans  have  just  been  completed  for  a  new  gymnasium,  and  construction  should 
start  this  facility  in  the  near  future. 

A  college-owned  bus  is  used  to  transport  students  to  off-campus  teacher's 
stations . 

Science 

All  science  courses  are  taught  in  the  Moye  Science  Building,  which  was  erected 
in  1955.  One  classroom  and  four  laboratory  rooms,  each  equipped  with  desks,  chalk¬ 
boards,  and  a  front  demonstration  desk  with  electrical,  gas,  water,  and  air  outlets, 
are  used  for  the  science  lectures. 

Two  laboratory  rooms  are  available  for  the  biology  courses.  One,  used  for  the 
general  biology  courses,  is  well  furnished  to  seat  adequately  a  maximum  of  42  students. 
The  other,  used  for  the  advanced  biology  courses,  is  well  furnished  to  seat  adequately 
a  maximum  of  24  students.  There  is  a  large  combination  stock  and  preparation  room 
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connecting  these  laboratory  rooms,.  Both  biology  laboratories  are  well  equipped 
with  built-in  lamps ,  gas,  water ,  distilled  water,  and  electrical  outlets,  Basic 
equipment,  such  as  compound  and  dissecting  microscopes,  refrigerators,  sterilizer, 
incubator,  etc,,  is  adequate  for  the  biology  courses  offered.  A  large  greenhouse 
is  connected  to  the  general  biology  laboratory. 

Three  laboratory  rooms  are  available  for  the  chemistry  courses.  One,  used  for 
the  general  chemistry  course,  is  well  furnished  to  accommodate  a  maximum  of  32 
students.  Another  laboratory  room  is  used  for  the  analytical  chemistry  courses, 
and  a  third  is  used  for  organic  chemistry,  physical  chemistry  and  the  other  advanced 
chemistry  courses.  Each  of  these  laboratory  rooms  is  well  furnished  to  accommodate 
a  maximum  of  24  students.  All  chemistry  laboratory  desks  are  equipped  with  gas, 
water,  distilled  water,  and  electrical  outlets.  In  addition,  the  organic  chemistry 
laboratory  desks  are  equipped  with  steam  lines.  All  chemistry  laboratory  rooms  have 
adequate  hoods  and  showers.  Basic  equipment,  such  as  balances,  glassware,  instruments, 
etc.,  is  adequate  for  the  chemistry  courses  offered.  There  are  two  large  stock  rooms 
for  chemistry  and  one  balance  room. 

One  laboratory  room  is  available  for  the  physics  courses.  This  laboratory, 
furnished  to  accommodate  a  maximum  of  24  students,  is  well  equipped  with  electrical, 
gas,  air,  and  water  outlets,  Basic  physics  equipment  is  adequate  for  the  courses 
offered.  One  large  stock  room  connects  to  the  physics  laboratory.  There  is  a 
fairly  well-equipped  darkroom  in  the  science  building. 

Three  members  of  the  science  faculty  have  private  offices.  Three  members  of 
the  science  faculty  share  a  large  office,  and  one  member  shares  an  office  with  a 
member  of  the  mathematics  faculty.

Movie,  slide,  and  filmstrip  projectors  are  available  from  a  central  source 
on  campus.  There  is  a  large  projection  screen  in  one  science  lecture  room  and  a 
portable  screen  is  available  within  the  Department, 

The  Science  Department  has  a  budget  of  $6,500  for  equipment  and  supplies, 

$500  for  travel  by  faculty  members,  and  $2,000  for  undergraduate  assistants. 

A  spirit  duplicator  is  available  in  the  science  building  and  materials  can 
be  duplicated  elsewhere  on  campus. 

The  Hardy  Library  contains  a  broad  collection  of  scientific  journals  which 
well  represents  both  the  biological  and  physical  sciences.  The  number  and  selection 
of  reference  sources,  research  materials,  and  non-fiction  books  in  the  sciences  are 
adequate  for  the  program. 

Social  Studies 

Classrooms  in  the  Classroom  Building  are  used  by  the  social  studies  classes, 
all  are  equipped  with  lecterns,  desks,  chalkboards,  electrical  outlets,  and  blackout 
shades . 

A  single  three-office  suite  in  the  Classroom  Building  serves  as  offices  for 
all  full-time  members  of  the  Department. 

Library  holdings  in  the  social  studies  areas  range  from  poor  to  fairly  good. 
There  seem  to  be  adequate  books  for  the  survey  courses  in  World  History  and  in 
American  History  but  a  scarcity  of  works  dealing  with  the  ancient  world  as  well  as 
some  other  historical  periods.  Library  copies  of  professional  journals  seem 
generally  inadequate  in  the  field  of  social  studies. 

There  are  nine  sets  of  wall  maps  and  many  single  maps  available. 

There  is  also  a  special  collection  of  globes,  maps,  and  similar  materials  for 
demonstrations  in  teacher  training  classes. 
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Movie  and  still  projectors, 
are  available  from  the  office  of
